1, 1977 the new law extends 
workers’ compensation bene¬ 
fits to part-time and occa¬ 
sional household employees 
who may be injured on the 
job. 

Q. — Who gets these bene¬ 
fits? 

A. — Almost anyone in¬ 
jured while working in or

It also pays 
for any necessary rehabilita¬ 
tion services — phy s i c a 1 
therapy, for example.

Skateboards Are Subject of 
Remarks By Health Director

There are a few things 
that can assist a skateboard¬ 
er in avoiding injury. Beforf; 
alighting on the board the 
lider should visually check 
all equipment. Loose ball 
bearing wheels are very 
common. I f they’re not 
checked and adjusted daiiy 
the rider suffers the chance 
of losing a bearing which 
means the board will sooner 
or later come to an abrupt 
halt.

1) Obey all city and stale 
traffic rules.

Skateboards may be one 
of the hottest selling items 
(his Christmas. If you must 
buy one for a child make 
sure it’s * well constructed 
and that the young star 
learns some basic safety 
tips before riding the 
beards says State Health Di¬ 
rector Jerome Lackner, MD 

“Skateboards have exper¬ 
ienced a real upswing in 
popularity and unfortunate¬ 
ly they now account for 
many injuries to riders and 
pedestrians each year,” says 
Dr. Lackner. -“Most of these 
accidents can he traced to 
not knowing hc-w to ride a 
skateboard or using a poor¬ 
ly constructed board.” 

'The U.S. Consumer Pro¬ 
duct Safety Commission esti¬ 
mates that next year skate¬ 
boards will account for 
11,000 injuries which will 
require hospital emergency 
room treatment. 

“Before you purchase a 
skateboard talk to a repu¬ 
table dqaler about the 
quality of the board. It’s 
also wise to buy protective 
equipment such as elbew 
pads, knee pads and a hel¬ 
met. 

If your child balks at this 
idea tell him professionals 
wouldn't be caught on a 
beard without some padding 
to protect them from a fail.” 

"Other than the quality of 
the board most accidents 
could be prevented if a child 
avcided skateboarding in a 
congested area,” says Lack¬ 
ner. “Avoid downtown city 
sidewalks. Look for empty 
parking lots or similar loca¬ 
tions where there is no mew¬ 
ing traffic. Some cities have 
skateboard parks designated 
for riding.”

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New Law To Affect Sierra Madreans Who Employ Part-time Help 


GRAND OPENING 


Q. — I’vo never employed 
anyone, not even a baby¬ 
sitter, and don’t itnend to. 
Do I have to pay for this 
extra insurance? 

A. — You may refuse the 
automatic workers’ compen¬ 
sation insurance, but you 
must certify in writing that 
you have no employees. liut 
‘f you do hire somejeue later 
who is injured, the pcmalties 
are severe. 'Tiien you would 
have to pay the expense of 
the claim, all fines levied by 
the state and the total costs 
of any court suit because 
you would have no in¬ 
surance. 

Q. — My children work 
around our own house to 
earn part of their allow¬ 
ances. Are they considered 
t'mployes? 

A. — No. the now law re- 
cogntzes that family mem¬ 
bers may share the work in 
a household and specifically 
excludes as employees “per¬ 
sons employed by their par¬ 
ent, spouse or child.” 

Q. — I have to get my 
house painted soon. Will T 
be held responsible for medi¬ 
cal costs if the painting con¬ 
tractor or a member of hi.s 
crew are injured? 

A. — It depends. Indepen¬ 
dent contractors, such as 
professional housepainte r s 
or plumbers who have- their 
own workers’ compensation 
eC'Verage, are not included in 
the new law. On the other 
hand, if the painter is, say. 
a neighbor who is not an 
independent contractor, he ir 
the householder’s employee 
under the law. 


if I have the necessary 
coverage? 

A. — Ask your agent, 
broker, or insurance com¬ 
pany representatives. Not 
all renters or home owners 
have comprehensive per¬ 
sonal liability insur a n c c. 
Many people just have fire 
and theft insurance, for ex¬ 
ample. However, these Cali¬ 
fornia residents must re¬ 
member that the law still 
makes them liable to pay 
legally prescribed benefits to 
injured employes and, most 
people find, the easiest way 
to do this is by having ap¬ 
propriate ins,urancc. 

Q. — What is it going to 
cost me? 

A. — The Insurance Com¬ 
missioner has ap p r o V e <1 
minimum rates for the addi 
tional workers’ compensation 
coverage. For most Califor¬ 
nians who already buy one 
of the homeowners or rent¬ 
ers “package” policies and 
who only hire people tr.' 
work around their home or 
yard occasionally, the cost 
each year will likely be the 
$5 minimum charge set by 
the Insurance Commissioner. 
This $5 annual charge on 
each policy will take care of 
coverage for all incidental 
employees, such as an oc- 
casion.al baby-sitter, yard 
helper or once - a - week 
house cleaner. If you have 
regular household help - - 
people who work ten hours 
or more a week mostly out¬ 
side the house, or others 
who work twenty hours or 
more a week, principally iti- 
side — you should see your 
agent, broker or insurance ji 
c ompany represe nt a t i v e. 
Cost of the req.uircd work¬ 
ers’ (xrmpensation insurance 
for those employees is na 
lurally higher. 

Q, — What does an in¬ 
jured worker have to do to 
get the benefits? 

A. — A worker has only 
to report any Injury to his 
or her employer immediate¬ 
ly. Information on how, 
when and where the injury 
occurred will be ncjcdod so 
that the employer’s insur¬ 
ance company can arrange 
for medical treatment and 
complete the necessary re- i 
ports. It is the employer’s t 
responsibility to report the i 
injury to the state’s division t 
of Indusrial Accidents. Us- i 
ually the employer’s insur- t 
a nee representative will | 
have (xrpies of the necessary ’ 
forms and will help in com- | 
pleting them. ] 
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manent disability costs, re¬ 
gardless of how briefly the 
household or other type of 
casual worker has been em¬ 
ployed. 

Q. — How can employers 
protect themselves?

A new shortened com¬ 
plaint procedure, which will 
afford consumers a quicker 
method of expediting com¬ 
plaints against utilities, has 
bc-en made effective by the 
State Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission. 

“Tile new procedure,” PUC 
president David W. Holmes 
said, “will be similar to a 
small claims court and 
should result In complaints 
being resolved within 60 
days after filing of the cc-m- 
plaint.” 

It provides for a consumer 
filing a complaint with the 
PUC, getting a hearing be¬ 
fore a PUV Examiner with¬ 
in .30 days and a decision on 
the complaint within another 
30 days. 

The procedure will require 
the consent of both the com¬ 
plainant and tlie utility to 
waive the necessity for a 
court repc-rter and findings 
and conclusions in the final 
decision by the examiner. 

“In thus way,” Holmes 
said, “complainants will 
have their problems resolved 
quickly and any deposits re¬ 
quired will be returned with¬ 
in GO days.” 

Under the older system, 
most complaints were han¬ 
dled on an “informal” basis 
by the PUC staff, which ht- 
vestigated the complaint and 
responded to the complain¬ 
ant. Last year more than 
6,600 informal complaints 
were handlctl by the PUC 
staff. 

Most complaints to the 
PUC are resolved on the “in¬ 
formal” basis. However, i;' 
Ihe matter is not satisfac¬ 
tory to the complainant, re¬ 
sort to a “formal” complaint 
is available to the paries. 

Under the formal com¬ 
plaint procedure, a filing is 
made setting forth the full 


particulars in dispute, the 
matter is assigncul to r 
commissioner and examiner 
for public hearing, during 
which time a complete re¬ 
cord is made of all testi 
mony and evidence and a 
decision us prepared for the 
full commission to act up<jn. 
This procedure takes many 
months. Burden of proof is 
one the complainant and 
sometimes representation by 
legal counsel may be neces¬ 
sary. 

In many cases, however, if 
the parties to a complaint 
procedure are in agreement 
as to facts and conditions, 
the time element can be 
shortened. 

The rule change by the 
PUC became effective re¬ 
cently along with the reor¬ 
ganization of the Commis¬ 
sion’s Consiumer Relations 
Branch, which will continue 
to handle “informal” com¬ 
plaints. The new branch will 
operate under the PUC's 
Management Services Divi¬ 
sion. 

Consiuner representatives, 
specializing in communica¬ 
tions, electric, gas, water 
and transiKWtation matters, 
are available to handle com¬ 
plaints in both the San 
Francisco and Los Angeles 
offices of the commission. 

Consumers may continu'' 
to contact the PUC on prob¬ 
lems dealing with rates and 
services through these rep¬ 
resentatives either by mad 
or telephone or by personal 
visits. 

The PUC is also preparing 
specific literature to explain 
how consumers may make 
use of these services as well 
as how to file for the quick 
procedure or the more for¬ 
mal hearing.

Dear M. B., 

’The state legis 1 a t .u r e 
passed several bills last 
year to help provide day 
care, but obviously the need 
is great. An increasing 
number of women with chil¬ 
dren under the age of six 
afe working to help their 
families meet rising costs or 
as hrads of households. 

Ideally, child care that 
provides educational enrich¬ 
ment and positive socializing 
experiences should be avail¬ 
able to pre-school children. 
But that kind of care is ex¬ 
pensive; and our society has 
.yet to agree on how such 
costs should be borne. Some 
people think the state and 
federal government should 
partially pay, while others 
think that the costs for 
child care should be borne 
solely by each family. 

Obviously, women and 
men in your position need 
some assistance. 

The legislature last year 
passed several meas u r e s 
which will help to a limited 
extent. AB 229 (Vashoncel 
los) provides $200,000 for 
expansion of campus child 
centers: and AB 3790 by the 
same author provides an ad¬ 
ditional $500,000 by next 
September for the same 
purpose. 

AB 3482 (Thurman), ef¬ 
fective in January, estab¬ 
lishes new requirements to 
regulate, license. Inspect, 
and evaluate day care 
facilities. And a joint reso¬ 
lution (Presley) of the leg¬ 
islature requests Congress 


and the President to in¬ 
crease the amount of federal 
funds for child care. 

More legislation on this 
issue will be introduced after 
the new session convenes in 
January. You may wish to 
follow such legislation and 
let your representative know 
how you feel about it.

NEW INCOME TAX LAWS THAT MAY HELP YOU 


By Patrick Doggorty

We promised to try and 
make more understandable 
the difference between a tax 
credit and a deduction. It 
woTJld seem that many 
people do not quite under¬ 
stand the main idea. Basical¬ 
ly, this is the difference. A 
crcdir is a dollar for dollar 
deduction from taxes that 
you owe. A deducticm re¬ 
duces the amount of income 
on which you will compute 
taxes due. For instance, if 
you are salesman, all of the 
money that you spend in 
order to make your living, 
within limits, is a deduction 
of the money that you re¬ 
ceive for doing your Job. 

Any money that you pay 
during the year for medical 
expense. Interest on any cre¬ 
dit accounts, charity dona¬ 
tions, etc., these are deduc¬ 
tible from your adjusted 
gross income. The greatest 
difference is in the compu¬ 
tation of your medical de¬ 
duction. Remember, credits 
are a direct reduction 
against taxes owed, deduc¬ 
tions are a reduction of the 
income on which you will 
compute the taxes owed. 

Some more changes in the 
California tax laws. Final¬ 
ly, the State of California 
has begun to come into line 
with the federal on the cre¬ 
dit for money contributed to 
an individual retire m e n t 
plan or a Keogh plan. As 
of January 1, 1976, 15 per 
cent of your income contri¬ 
buted to a qualified plan, to 
the limit of $7500, can be a 
cerdit to taxes owed the 
state. Additionally, the em 
ployer who had provided a 
plan will no longer be re¬ 
quired to include all of his 
employees in the qualified 
plan is $1500 or 15 per cent 
of salary has been contri¬ 
buted for those employees 
participating.

NothCT fact! If you are 
installing a solar energy de¬ 
vice in your home oir busi¬ 
ness, you can have a credit 
of ten per cent of that cost 
from your taxes owed: The 
requirements here are very 
simple. The unit or units 
must be new (don’t buy one 
from Goodwill!), and the 
unit can be solar heating, 
cooling or power generating 
equipment. The federal gov¬ 
ernment had allowed the 
same item in 1975, but the 
state has just gotten around 
to allowing the item. Re¬ 
member, now, this means 
that ten per cent, up to 
$1,000, can be claimed 
against taxes. This means 
that you can install a solar 
device costing up to $10,0(X) 
and receive the credit 
against your Callfo r n i a 
taxes. The one thing that 
can not be Included in cre¬ 
dits is the interest that 
would be charged for finan¬ 
cing the installation of the 
item. That interest must be 
a deduction as interest only. 

Another fact! If you are 
engaged in any activity that 
generates inceme but is not 
your main profession or 
trade, any ineome that you 
receive is subject to taxa¬ 
tion. You can, however, de¬ 
duct any expenses Incurred 
to generate that income. 
This means that if you are 
an attorney or carpet-layer 
and you put together cera¬ 
mics and sell them, the 
money you make, less any 
materials and costs are tax¬ 
able. The same would apply 
to any hobby and handi¬ 
craft. In the case of cera¬ 
mics, this would even in¬ 
clude the difference between 
what your gas bill would 
be normally and what it 
would be when you fire the 
items that you sold or of¬ 
fered for sale. 

Which brings to mind the 
one thing where we have 
seen so many people have 
problems with the taxing 
agencies. Some people own 
beach property or mountain 
resort property which they 
rent to others when they are 
not using the property. The 
problem arises when you try 
to claim the property as a 
rental, but vou have used 
the property on an occa¬ 
sional tesis. 

A,s a rental, you would be 
allowed a deduction from the 
monies received, for depreci- 
A atlon, repairs and utilities. 

THE KEEKSAKE in order to qualify the prop¬ 
erty as a rental, used only 
occassionally by you, the 
property must have been 
preponderantly .used as a 
rental, and only occassional- 
ly by ycu as a vacation spot.

For Congress to use 
these reports while in the 
process of preparing legisla¬ 
tion for laws to govern this 
nation is a damnable act. 
The need to refer this to the 
Justice Department for an 
in-depth probe is of the ut¬ 
most importance if our gov¬ 
ernment and the nation’s 
business is to function prop¬ 
erly. The board of governors, 
the Postmaster, the entire 
upper management of the 
United States Postal Service 
should be held responsible 
and accountable for the 
muUl-billion dollar was t e 
which they and they alone 
are responsible for.
